Beauty is in the eye of the 
beholder or, in this case, the eye 
of the motorist 

The Romulus Economic 
Development Department wants 
drivers to have more attractive 
scenery to view when traveling 
Merriman Road. And, city offi¬ 
cials believe some aesthetic 
enhancements would not only 
help current area businesses, but 
be attractive to new ones. 

As area business owners begin 
to discuss details of design with 
landscape architects, the 
Merriman Road Beautification 
Project actually begins to 
approach reality. 

Business owners met last 
week at city hall with Timothy 
Keyes, economic development 
director, and representatives 
from Grissim Metz Andriese 
Associates, a Northville land¬ 
scape architecture and civil engi¬ 
neering firm hired to draft a pro¬ 
posal. 


tification of a stretch of 
Merriman Road from 1-94 to 
Ecorse Road. The city has 


$227,000 in grant money that will 
be used to fund the beautifica¬ 
tion project 

“It’s our major commercial 
corridor and we don’t think it has 
a good face on it,” Keyes said. 

Keyes explained that it’s cru¬ 
cial that the project begin as soon 
as possible. “The grant money 
has been sitting around since 
1995 and we have to spend the 
money this year,” he said. 

The city will finalize the mas¬ 
ter plan on the project and 
accept bids in the spring with 
construction to start in the sum¬ 
mer 

“We have no intent to change 


the roadway at all,” Keyes said. 
“But we do want to integrate 
what’s being done at the airport” 

John Grissim of Grissum Metz 
Andriese Associates addressed 
Merriman corridor business 
owners recently. He showed 
examples of landscape beautifi¬ 
cation projects completed by the 
firm in Houston, TX, Northville, 
Milford, Farmington Hills, 
Grosse Pointe, Grosse Pointe 
Farms, Birmingham and 
Centerpoint in Pontiac. 

Grissum explained that the 
firm takes into consideration the 
speed of passing cars when 
designing landscapes. 


“We have design concepts for 
travel at 50 to 60 mph. And, we 
like to place more intense land¬ 
scaping at intersections using 
flowers and adding brick cross¬ 
walks, benches and waste recep¬ 
tacles,” Grissum said. 

Monument-style signs also 
direct drivers’ eye at ground 
level when they’re looking for a 
hotel or gas station. 

“We create a park-like atmos¬ 
phere,” Grissum said. 

The firm also plans to con¬ 
struct an identity sign on the cor¬ 
ridor

Metropolitan Airport to change commercial users’ fees

The free ride is over for commercial vehicles visiting 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 

Lester Robinson, CEO of the Wayne County Airport 
Authority, announced last week that the authority will 
begin to charge off-airport transportation providers pick¬ 
ing up passengers a fee for access to airport facilities. 

Airport management expects Metro Airport to earn 
about $1 million annually in commercial vehicle fees and 
plans to use the money to fund capital projects. 


“Detroit Metro Airport is a user-funded facility,” said 
Robinson. “Those who benefit from the airport, such as 
airlines, restaurants, car rental companies, gift shops, 
parkers, passengers and contractors all pay their fair 
share. 

“Taxpayers are not obligated to financially support the 
airport or back our bonds unless they use the facility. 
That’s why it’s important to capture revenue from airport 
users. These rather nominal charges will help support 
capital projects at the airport,” he said. 

At first, airport management will assign a flat monthly 
fee to commercial vehicles based on their frequency of 


visits. But by the end of the year, an Automated Vehicle 
Identification (AVI) system will be installed to electroni¬ 
cally track commercial vehicles as they enter and exit 
ground transportation facilities. 

The authority has mailed letters to such providers 
informing them of the change. 

Off-airport commercial vehicles using the airport will 
fall into a certain category based on how frequently they 
visit the airport and the passenger capacity of the vehi¬ 
cles.

Inspections may soon increase at Michigan landfills

Steven Chester, the new direc¬ 
tor of the Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality (DEQ), 
wants to increase inspections at 
Michigan landfills and is devel¬ 
oping a plan to do so. 

Chester announced his intent 


during a Feb. 19 appropriations 
subcommittee meeting on envi¬ 
ronmental quality in Lansing 

State Senators Ray Basham 
(D-Taylor) and Liz Brater (D-Ann 
Arbor) commended Chester on 
his plan to enhance the enforce¬ 
ment of Michigan landfill regula¬ 
tions. 

“Both Senator Basham and I 


have introduced bills to regulate 
waste disposal in our state,” 
Brater said. 

“We will be working closely 
with Chester, the governor and 
our House and Senate colleagues 
to enact legislation that will 
clean up our landfills and stem 
the tide of trash being shipped 
into our state.” 


Currently, landfill inspections 
are performed on a quarterly 
basis. Chester would like to make 
the inspections more frequent 
and include “surprise” visits. 
One goal of the DEQ inspections 
is to check landfills for prohibit¬ 
ed items such as car batteries, 
hazardous waste, yaitl waste and 
used motor oil. 


“Chester’s leadership on the 
issue of waste disposal in 
Michigan is critical, and increas¬ 
ing inspections is a great first 
step,” Basham said. 

Basham and Brater both 
serve on the Senate Natural 
Resources and Environmental 
Affairs Committee and Brater is 
the minority vice chair

The 
first hour will allow participants 
to stroll through the many set-up 
galleries and get a preview of the 
art, and the auction will start at 8 
p.m., Smith said. 

The art will be supplied by the 
Marlin Art center of New York, 
he said. The collection will 
include watercolors, oils, litho¬ 
graphs and serigraphs from 
artists like Wooster Scoot, LeRoy 
Neiman, Delacroix, Chagall, 
Tarkay, Lena Liu, Norman 
Rockwell and many others. 
Anyone interested in attending 
should get their tickets early - 
that way they can have a voice in 
the types of art that will be up for 
auction that night, Smith said. 


“When someone orders a tick¬ 
et, we’ll ask them what type of art 
they want brought in,” he said. 
“There’s no sense in filling a 
whole room with impressionists 
if nobody wants it” 

Tickets for the event are $10, 
and admission includes comple¬ 
mentary hors d’oeuvres and door 
prizes. There will also be a cash 
bar serving beer and wine, Smith 
said. 

“This will be a fun, social 
event,” said Wayne City Manager 
John Zech, who serves as chair of 
the fundraiser “We’re pleased to 
present such an outstanding col¬ 
lection of art and we will have 
something for everyone’s taste 
and price range.” 

Smith said he expected the art 
to go for between $40 to more 
than $1,000, depending on the 
type of art and artist The auc¬ 
tioneer would begin each piece 
at about half the retail value and 
work from there, he said. 

“It’s a good deal for everyone,” 
he said. 

Proceeds go toward the many 
projects supported by the Wayne 
Rotary. Since their inception in 
1922, they’ve given more than 
$500,000 toward scholarships in 
the Wayne-Westland school sys¬ 
tem, donated funds for more than 
35,000 library books at the Wayne 
Public Library and helped 
groups like the YMCA, the 


Penrickton Center for the Blind 
and the senior center. Rotary 
members also organize two free 
picnics each year, one at each of 
the Rotary Parks they maintain, 
and sponsor a foreign exchange 
student, according to Smith. 

“Everything goes right back 
into the community,” Smith said. 

On a national level, they sup¬ 
port the overriding goal of Rotary 
Clubs throughout the world - the 
eradication of polio. Just last 
week, Smith said the local chap¬ 
ter gave a $5,000 check to the 
Rotary Foundation to help fur¬ 
ther fund that goal. The Rotary 
Foundation has spent more than 
$400 million to eradicate the dis¬ 
ease and have it all but licked, 
Smith said. There are still some 
countries, like Afghanistan, 
where the group hasn’t been able 
to go, but he said the club is work¬ 
ing on that 

“We figure it’ll take us another 
$80 million to get into those coun¬ 
tries, but we think it’s a worthy 
goal,” Smith said. “If someone 
comes here to visit, they can 
bring the disease with them.” 

The art auction is just one of 
the fundraisers the club has slat¬ 
ed for the year, Smith said.

“The money is for a good 
cause,” he said.

Merriman - Landscaping planned for area

Congressmen John D. Dingell 
(D-MI) and James Oberstar (D- 
MN) introduced legislation last 
week to restore protection to 
American wetlands. 

The congressmen believe that 
U.S. wetlands are now in jeop¬ 
ardy due to a recent Supreme 
Court decision and regulatory 
actions by the Bush administra- 
tioa 

The new legislation, the Clean 
Water Authority Restoration Act, 
will restore the original intent of 
the 1972 Clean Water Act and 
reestablish protections for isolat¬ 
ed wetlands throughout the U.S. 

“The legislative history of the 
Clean Water Act clearly and 
unambiguously states that the 
statue applies to all the waters of 
the United Sates. The bill we are 
introducing reaffirms the origi¬ 
nal intent of the Act,” Dingell 
said. 


In January 2001, the Supreme 
Court ruled that the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Army Corps of 
Engineers do not have jurisdic¬ 
tion over certain isolated wet¬ 
lands. The Bush administration 
has used the decision to propose 
even broader changes to long- 
established federal wetlands pol¬ 
icy that would further weaken 
Clean Water Act protections, 
according to Dingell and 
Oberstar 

Sportsmen are particularly 
concerned about the ruling and 
the changes under consideration 
by the Bush administration, 
according to the congressmen. 
Wildlife biologists estimate that 
without Clean Water Act protec¬ 
tion, much of the prime breeding 
habitat for waterfowl in North 
America could be lost, leading to 
devastating impacts on water- 
fowl populations. This could 
mean drastically shortened hunt¬ 
ing seasons—or no season at all.

New bill would restore

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Wayne council members alter city lay-off policies

Long-time part-time workers in 
the City of Wayne earned a mea¬ 
sure of protection last week when 
city council members considered a 
variety of issues before they decid¬ 
ed who \Vould be laid off. 

Council members met in a 
special session at 6 p.m. Friday in 
front of a group of employees and 
community activists. They talked 
about a recommendation from 
the Personnel Board, which met 
the day before, about the issue of 
“bumping rights,” which would 
allow part time employees the 
ability to move to another depart¬ 
ment rather than being laid off 
from their own department, 
according to Assistant City 


Manager Robert English. He said 
the employee would have to be 
qualified for the job to have that 
option 

“Before we lay anyone off, 
they’ll be subject to a complete 
review by the personnel direc¬ 
tor,” said English, who also holds 
that post He said he would look 
at items like the original hire 
date, any specialized training the 
employee received while work¬ 
ing at the position, the ability of 
others to do his or her work and 
previous experience with the 
city. The personnel manager 
would have the ability to approve 
or reject thetransfer, he said. 

“The personnel board wants 
the personnel director to look at 
all these factors before anyone is 
laid off and then make a decision 


based on continued employ¬ 
ment,” English said. 

The personnel board is a 
three-member group consisting of 
Patrick Biondi, Charles Borg and 
David Otzman. They meet as 
needed at 4:30 p.m. at city hall. 
They typically approve job 
descriptions, settle disputes and 
oversee the hiring practices of the 
city. The issue of bumping rights 
came to the forefront recently as 
city officials grappled with budget 
cuts they said forced them to lay 
off eight part-time employees. 
Some of the part-time employees 
with the city have worked there 
more than 20 years, however, and 
sought to be reassigned to other 
departments rather than tem¬ 
porarily forced out of work. 

“We just want some support 


for people that have worked part 
time for the city for a long time,” 
said Pat Bledsoe, who has work¬ 
ed for Wayne for 20 years. 

Mayor Pro Tern Pam Dobro- 
wolski said the employees 
deserved the support She also 
suggested a committee be formed 
to look into providing benefits 
like vacation days or paid time 
off for part-time workers. 

“They work hard for the city, 
but they don’t get any comp time 
or sick time,” she said. “It doesn’t 
seem right We couldn’t run the 
city without them.” 

Council members changed the 
recommendation of the person¬ 
nel board before they approved it 
on a 6-1 vote. One of the recom¬ 
mendations of the board had 
been to classify employees who 


didn’t accept their new position 
as having resigned, and they 
wanted that changed to laid off. 

“The problem I had with it is 
that it’s so final,” Dobrowolski 
said. “I wanted something to pro¬ 
tect employees so they could get 
called back.” 

The council also added an app¬ 
eal process, first through the city 
manager and then the city council. 

Even so, Mayor A1 Haidous 
didn’t support the recommenda¬ 
tion. He said it put the personnel 
director into the political arena, 
rather than the elected officials. 

“ I think we’re taking a simple 
situation and making it difficult,” 
he said. “We’re doing nothing but 
complicating the situation. I don’t 
believe it’s making the situation 
any better.”

Anne Brandenbur, property manager 
for Cooperative Services, said there will 
be no on-site manager and that residents 
will participate in building management 
All major operating decisions are voted on 
by the residents, she said. 


Meetings of the residents of each floor, 
the representative council and the general 
membership are scheduled monthly, she 
said.

Playing well with others 

Officials in the NorthviUe community continue to provide a source 
of surprise through their innovative and creative cooperative efforts. 

The latest in the long line of partnerships is the planned renova¬ 
tion and expansion of the playground between the Old Village School 
on Main Street and the Northville Community Center. 

The Playground Design Committee, which is made up of represen¬ 
tatives from the Old Village School, the school district, the Northville 
Senior Advisory council and concerned parents, have devised a plan 
that will provide more space, better aesthetics and, most importantly, 
increased safety. 

It would be easy to overlook this victory. It would be easy to dismiss 
it as a simple playground that officials have decided to upgrade, 
which is something that happens all the time. School board members 
approved, at the same meeting, about $130,000 in additional expendi¬ 
tures for three other playgrounds at other schools. 

It would also be easy to gloss over the issue, decorate it with a rub¬ 
ber stamp of approval and attach the cliche of a win-win situation 
that politicians are always working toward, but that would be a disser¬ 
vice to those who toiled for so long to develop a plan beneficial to all 
parties. 

What the playground design committee did, behind the scenes and 
through a series of forward-thinking meetings, was to turn a potential¬ 
ly negative and at best tense situation into a real positive for the com¬ 
munity. 

Members of the senior advisory council were tentative in their 
approach to the school district as they pursued the option to expand 
the community center The most attractive plan, and the one ultimate¬ 
ly settled on, saw the com¬ 
munity center expand 
toward the west, where the 
Old Village School serves the 
needs of special children 
from throughout Wayne 
County. That expansion 
meant cutting into the spe¬ 
cial playground. At first it 
looked like the only way to 
accomplish the expansion of 
the community center was at 
the cost of the playground, 
and the special needs stu¬ 
dents that frequent it 

The school district deserves some credit here for not immediately 
shooting the proposal down. Officials may have met the question with 
skepticism, but they ultimately saw it as an opportunity and they 
embraced it 

They formed the committee to fully investigate the possibility of 
revamping the playground and providing room for the expansion of 
the community center, as well. 

It took some time. Committee members who signed on for three 
meetings saw that increase to more than five. The end result however, 
was worth the additional time put in. It will provide a real benefit for 
the community in and of itself and also allow for the expansion of the 
community center, a concept already approved by the school board 
and much needed for the growing senior citizen population. 

The school district has collaborated with the community in the 
past The lease for the community center is one example - the build¬ 
ing is owned by the district, which leases it to the Parks and 
Recreation Department for $1 for 25 years. Another recent successful 
collaboration is the ongoing relationship between the Parks and 
Recreation Department and the schools through the use of space at

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‘Concessions’ of a dangerous mind 


Working in the newspaper business has given me 
a lot of opportunities to do things I never thought I’d 
do. 

Some of them are things I’d wanted to do (others 
weren’t) and others have taken me completely by 
surprise. 

Take, for instance, the topic of this column: stick¬ 
ing up for union city workers. 

I admit I’ve never been a fan of unions, although 
in some cases they serve a vital purpose. In the City 
of Wayne, though, they’re getting a raw deal. 

By now everybody knows that the city is in tough 
financial shape. I’ve written the words so often, and 
most people have heard or read them so often that 
they can recite them by rote: reduced state shared 
revenue and reduced interest income have taken a 
chunk out of cities like Wayne, that have already 
reached their growth potential. 

As a way to cut costs, city officials proposed 
opening negotiations with the current unions to see 
if workers will make some concessions on contracts 
they’ve already signed and, in some cases, are valid 
for more than three years. 

I suppose it’s a valid attempt; the contracts 
signed by these unions will increase the city payroll 
by about $300,000 this year City officials are looking 
to at least half that - they want union members to 
take a 1.5 percent increase in salary rather than the 
2 or 3 percent increase their contracts provide. 
They also want employees to pay 10 percent of 
health care premiums, rather than the 1 percent of 
their base pay that they contribute now. 

The city did several things right before they start¬ 



ed these negotiations. The city 
council members voted to 
forego their salaries for the 
remainder of the year, and pos¬ 
sibly next year. City department heads have already 
accepted a pay freeze in July, and agreed to pay 20 
percent of their health premiums, rather than the 1 
percent of their base salary. In effect, they’re not 
asking anyone to do anything they haven’t already 
done to a greater degree themselves. 

Even so, it puts the unions in a difficult positioa 
In some cases, their members in good faith negotiat¬ 
ed longer contracts than they had before to show 
their commitment to the city. The Command 
Officers Association of Michigan (COAM), for exam¬ 
ple, has a contract in force through 2006. Asking 
them to go back into that and trim out some of the 
hard-won concessions is a pretty lousy way to 
acknowledge that commitment 

They may not be in the mood to give back to the 
city because it’s difficult to reclaim something once 
you’ve given it up. For once, I agree with them. I 
don’t think they should have to renegotiate a new 
contract simply because times are difficult now. I 
rather doubt city officials wanted to open up their 
contracts and renegotiate higher wages and addi¬ 
tional benefits when the economy was in an 
upswing. 

But union members may feel they’re forced to 
make these compromises or run the risk of taking 
the blame for the dire financial straits in the city, 
and that’s a shame because this is an unfortunate 
situation where no one is truly to blame. 


Too much flambe fogs the memory 



Recent news reports out of Paris serve as a 
reminder that the Mortimer Snerd Factor is alive 
and well. 

Mortimer Snerd was one of ventriloquist Edgar 
Bergen’s dummies. His persona is best illustrated 
by a particular exchange, in which Bergen asked, 
“Mortimer, why are you so stupid?” Snerd replied, 
“I dunno, but it ain’t easy ” 

The Snerd Factor is a simple truth, that in a 
room full of Elmer Eggheads, there will be one 
Mortimer Snerd to decrease the level of intelligent 
discourse or to generally mess things up. 

In the community of nations, we now see that 
Mortimer Snerd wears a beret What else can one 
conclude from a FVench government whose cater- 
pillar-like response to the war on terrorism recalls 
similar responses to two twentieth century war¬ 
mongers that resulted in humiliating defeat? With 
their recent relations to bloodthirsty tyrant 
Saddam Hussein, one might think that the country 
has either a Snerd-like stupidity or a death wish. 
And, of course, they blame America. 

That attitude rubs us the wrong way because 


tens of thousands of Americans 
shed blood to help keep France 
free from tyranny. Yet, they act 
as if they could have triumphed 
without our help. 

Back in the global village, the United States is 
seen as the bully and is treated with the distain that 
bullies deserve. If recent tabloid articles are a cor¬ 
rect portrayal of their attitude, even the British 
people treat us as if George W Bush mooned the 
Queen. We wonder why. 

I know there are sociologists who are more 
knowledgeable than I am, but I cannot help but 
think that the European attitudes spring from each j 
nation’s particular vision of itself. 

Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld hit the nail 
on the head when he referred to “old Europe,” It is 
a perfectly sensible label, even though it lit a fire to 
the French Gauloises, so to speak. The Western 
European governments act as if their nations have 
been around for centuries. They have been.

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Local voters could pass up transit plan

State and regional transporta¬ 
tion advocates in search of sup¬ 
port for a beleaguered transit bill 
will receive little encouragement 
from most elected officials in 
western Wayne County. 

Most city and township admin¬ 
istrators in this part of Southeast 
Michigan applaud the opt-out 
clause that conservative lawmak¬ 
ers in Lansing have added to the 
package of bills that would create 
a Detroit Regional Transporta¬ 
tion Authority (DARTA). 

DARTA proponents say the 
opt-out clause will gut the pack¬ 
age, which is designed to bring 
existing transit authorities in 
Oakland, Macomb, Washtenaw 
and Wayne counties under one 
roof. As proposed, DARTA would 
initially provide bus service to 
communities in those counties. 

Under the version approved 
by the state House last month, 
any three municipalities sharing 
a border could withdraw from 
the authority upon a vote of their 
residents. 

With questions hanging about 
where DARTA buses would go 
and who would pay for them, 
township supervisors and city 
managers call it insurance. 

“The opt-out is good for Belle¬ 
ville,” said City Manager Steve 
Walters. “The shape of the plan 
would be a matter settled by 
county vote and the east side out- 


powers the west side.” 

“(The opt-out) is great,” said 
Tom Yack, Canton Township 
supervisor. “If the bill’s going to 
pass, that’s the way it should be. 

“If (DARTA proponents) are so 
convinced that it’s going to be in 
the best interest of Southeast 
Michigan, then pass it and the vot¬ 
ers will support it,” Yack said. 
“Voters don’t mind supporting ser¬ 
vices that present some value.” 

Jerry Rowe, manager of trans¬ 
portation programs for the 
Southeast Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG), says 
that the value of a unified, 
regional transit system would be 
measured in reduced traffic con¬ 
gestion and improvements to the 
local economy and quality of life. 

“I understand communities 
that wonder about the service 
(they would get from DARTA). It’s 
a legitimate question,” he said. 
“But I think that as they think 
locally they need to act regional¬ 
ly.” 

Transit in most western 
Wayne communities comes as 
vans for senior citizens who need 
to visit doctors and run other 
errands. Most vans pick up riders 
according to their own needs and 
make regular shopping trips. 

DARTA supporters including 
SEMCOG have said more broad- 
based, regional transit could ease 
unemployment by connecting 
those who want work but lack 
cars with the jobs available in 
other parts of the region. They

also say quality transit provides 
an option for those who want an 
alternative to the automobile. 

“We did a transit survey and 
more than 70 percent of respon¬ 
dents said they would ride the 
buses if they were there,” Rowe 
said. “But it needs to be clean, 
frequent and safe to be inviting 
as an alternative ride. 

“I know there has been criti¬ 
cism of the current transit sys¬ 
tem,” he said. “The bottom line is 
that the level of service in not 
adequate, and it’s inadequate 
because there isn’t sufficient 
funding to run it” 

SEMCOG is the regional body 
through which all federal trans¬ 
portation dollars flow to local 
governments for projects from 
roadside landscaping and bike 
paths to buying buses and resur¬ 
facing roads. 

Westland Mayor Sandra 
Cicirelli agrees that transporta¬ 
tion funding is and will continue 


to be an issue, which is why she is 
leery of DARTA 

“The funding source is a real 
key issue,” she said. “When you’re 
talking about transit you’re talk¬ 
ing about raising tax dollars. I 
don’t think that any of our commu¬ 
nities are in a position to deal 
with the additional millage. 

Walters said such reticence is 
based on the experience he and 
other officials have had with 
SMART, one of the Wayne County 
bus systems that would be 
absorbed into DARTA 

Yack, Plymouth City Manager 
Paul Sincock and others agreed 
that “line-haul” bus routes that 
run straight paths from 
Downtown Detroit to destination 
in the suburbs are of little value 
to residents who don’t travel 
those specific routes. The 
SMART funding mechanism was 
a concern as well 

“We were going to be levied a 
tax that was going to levy a big 
chunk of money for service in 
other communities,” Walters 
said. “A few people (in Plymouth) 
rode the bus out to Schoolcraft 
College. The bus went out in 
morning and came back in 
evening with maybe four or five 
people.” 

Walters remembers Plymouth 
residents paying about $80,000 a 
year in SMART fees at that time. 
“We joked then that if we wanted 
to help these four people really 
get around, it would’ve been bet¬ 
ter to buy each of them a car.” 


Yack said those who want to 
make the case for DARTA must 
first address more fundamental 
issues, such as the lack of resi¬ 
dential density in Detroit, the dif¬ 
fuse spread of communities 
throughout the region and politi¬ 
cal leadership in Detroit 

“I don’t think this is an issue of 
black and white,” he said. “We’re 
looking at resources and how you 
harness the resources you have, 
plot a course and head in that 
direction. 

“Until then it’s not a plan,” he 
said. “It’s a black hole.”
